the  walls  of  which  were  then  laid  bare,  a 
space  was  pointed  out  to  me  between  the 
upper  and  lower  centre  windows  of  about 
seveu  fee t  in  height  aud  four  in  breadth, 
(he  bricks  of  which  presented  a  broken  aud 
jagged  appearance,  and  the  brick-work  in¬ 
troduced  was  evidently  of  a  different  date 
from  that  of  the  rest  of  the  building.
